MORE CHEATING 
OF CITY FOUND IN 
RYCKOFF'S WORK 


Analysis of Survey of Re- 
surfacing and Bores Un- 
der Streets Indicates 
$186,000 Overcharge. 


46 PER CENT OF 
CONTRACT CHECKED 


But About Three-Fourths 
of Items Billed to Munici- 
pality Are Yet to Be 
Found. 


Additional evidence that the city 
was cheated out of a large amount 
of money in the bond issue street 
lighting contract installed by A. M. 
Ryckoff, Chicago contractor—who 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter last 
January he made “short cuts” in 
his work to recover money paid to 
the “St. Louis city hall crowd’— 
is indicated in an extended analy- 
sis of the city’s survey of his 
work. ( 

This analysis, embracing four 
items of street resurfacing work 
and bores under streets, in addi- 
tion to sidewalk brick and con- 
crete » discussed in detail in last 
Thursday’s Post-Dispatch, shows a 
probable total] overcharge of about 
$186,000 on six of the seven units 
being measured, assuming the per- 
centages already found do not 
greatly vary in the remaining half 
to be surveyed. 

46 Per Cent Measured. 

As was told Thursday in the 
Post-Dispatch, there has been 
measured 46 per cent of the total 
work, or 124 miles, all of district 
B, in which 25 per cent of the con- 
crete and 40 per cent of . brick 
sidewalk resurfacing the contractor 
was paid for has been found. 

Further analysis of the survey- 
or’s finding to date acounts for 
only 12 to 25 per cent of four 
other items in the contractor's 
This would leave 75 to 88 
per cent of these four units, to- 
gether with 75 per cent of the 
concrete and 60 per cent of brick 
sidewalk resurfacing, to be found 
in 54 per cent, or little more than 
half the work remaining to be 
measured, to justify Ryckoff’s bill 
to the city. 

As is known, Ryckoff was jointly 
indicted with former Director of 
Public Utilities John C. Pritchard 
and the latter's chie1 electrical en- 
gineer, George B. Heath oon a 
charge of obtaining money by false 
pretenses in overcharging the city 
$175,000 tor work on this contract, 
Pritchard and Heath resigned their 
city hall jobs and the Board of Es. 
timate and Apportionment, com- 
posed of Mayor Miller, Corptroller 
Nolte and President Neur of the 
Board of Aldermen, oriered a sur- 
vey of Ryckoff’s work for evidence 
to be used in his prosecution and a 
civil action to recover any over- 
charges. 

Work on District C Starts. 

Pitzman’s company of eugineers 
and surveyors was eniployed to 
make the survey and afters finish- 
ing District B last week started in 
District C. District B, in which 
there are 124 miles of the work, is 
bounded by Chouteeu avenue, Ar- 
sena] street, Compton avenue and 
the river. District C, which has 
112 miles, ts bounded by Cass av- 
enue, Angelica street. Grand boule- 
vard and the river. Ther« are 34 
miles of the work in District D, 
bounded by Chouteau avenue, Cass 
avenue, Jefferson avenue and 
Grand boulevard. 

The survey was started April 8 
will contiaue for several 
months until] completed, at a prob- 
able cost to the city of $15,000. It 
was ordered following a survey 
made for the Post-Disputch last 
March by surveyors directed by R. 
H. Buchmueller, an engineer, from 
whose report it was conciu4jed that 
Ryckoff had overcharged the city 
at least $175,000. 

Overcharge on Brick Work. 

The city was charged 65 cents 
per square foot for brick street re- 
surfacing. Pitzman found in the 
46 per cent of the work he has 
measured 23,146 square feet, or 
14.7 per cent of 157,661 square feet 
paid for. If this percentage re- 
mains constant in the work yet to 
be measured, a total of 60.300 
Square feet will be found: leaving 
107.361 square feet short. which. 
at the unit price of 65 cents per 
square foot. would amount to an 
overcharge of $69.784.65. 

For Macadam street resurfacing, 
20 cents per square foot was 
charged. Pitzman has found 28.,- 
234 square feet, which is 25.5 per 
cent of 110,537 square feet paid 
for. Should this percentage re- 
main constant, 61,400 square feet 
will be found, leaving 49,137 
square feet unaccounted for, or an 
overcharge to the city of $9827.

NOOK DEFENSE 
ATTACKS AUTOPSY 
MADE BY CORONER 


Declares Improper Han- 
dling Made It Impossible 
to Tell Whether Miss Hix 


Took Narcotic. 


STATE OBJECTS 
TO TESTIMONY 


Slayer’s Counsel Also At- 
tempts to Discredit. Evi- 
dence That He Gave 


Woman “‘Love Potion.” 


By the Associated Press. 

COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 10.—The 
autopsy performed by Coroner Jo- 
seph Murphy on the body of Miss 
Theora K. Hix was assailed as in- 
complete by the defense today in 
the trial of James H. Snook, vet- 
erinarian, for the murder of the 
24-year-old medical student. 

The attack was made in the 
form of testimony relating to six 
narcotics that Snook had testified 


were taken at various intervals 
either by himself or Miss Hix. Dr. 
Clayton §. Smith, professor of 
pharmacology and physiology at 
Ohio State University, under ques- 
tioning of John F. Seidel, one of 
Snook’'s attorneys, described the 
nature and effect of the narcotics. 

The State objected to the de- 
tailed testimony, charging that no 
evidence had been introduced to 
show that either Snook or Miss 
Hix had been in the habit of using 
any of the narcotics regularly. 

“The Coroner made it impossible 
through his improper handling of 
the body for us to make a test to 
deterniine whether Miss Hix had 
taken narcotics the night she was 
killed,” Seidel said. “We are try- 
ing now by the explanation of the 
effect of these narcotics to show 
that one or both of these persons 
were under their influence the 
night of the killing.” 

“Love Potion” Evidence Assailed. 

Previously the defense had at- 
tempted to tear down the accuracy 
of the testimony of C. F. Long, 
Columbus City Chemist, with re- 
gard to two “love potions” he said 
he found in Miss Hix's stomach 
after the killing. 

Dr. Frank W. Harrah, a physi- 
cian, testified that a physical exam- 
ination made on Snook Aug. 2 dis- 
closed “apparent” marks on his 
body indicating an attack such as 
the defense maintains was made on 
him by Miss Hix shortly before she 
was killed. Snook, on the stand, 
declared she attacked him as they 
sat in his automobile and that the 
first blow he struck her with a 
hammer was delivered to protect 
himself from the attack. 

Robert Terry, a pharmaceutical] 
chemist, was the first witness 
called today. He was asked if he 
had at any time had in his posses- 
sion any of the State’s exhibits. 
Seidel handed Terry two bottles 
containing the emotional stimu- 
lants that Long had testified he 
found in the stomach of Miss 
Hix, whom Snook admits he 
killed. The defense then intro- 
ducted samples of the same prep- 
aration which Terry testified he 
had taken from the State’s supply. 
Seidel told him then to describe 
the tests he made on the samples 
he had obtained. 

Terry testified he had not been 
able to find any cellular structure 
in the State’s exhibit of one of the 
preparations. The State’s exhibit 
had come from the drug room at 
veterinary College at Ohio State 
University. It was a fluid extract 
which the State maintained. Snook 
had given th: young woman. Long 
had testified that he found vellu- 
lar structurers in Mrs. Hix’s stom- 
ach and Terry’s testimony was in- 
tended to show that if it was pres- 
ent it-had come from somewhere 
other than the bottle that was 
available to Snook in the drug 
room. 

Snook Completes His Testimony; 
Repudiates Confession. 

Snook completed his denial of 
premeditated murder, charged by 
the State, in his last testimony just 
before the close of yesterday's ses- 
sion. Recounting his story of the 
killing, on cross-examination, Snook 
held to his direct testimony that 
he remembered beating the woman 
with a hammer, but denied all 
memory of inflicting knife wounds 
on her throat and body. 

Under a searching cross-exam- 
ination by County Prosecutor John 
J. Chester Jr.. he denied a pur- 
ported confession in which he ad- 
mitted cutting her jugular vein, 
and his memory failed him at oth- 
er times when Chester brought up 
admissions which authorities an- 
nounced he had made. 

Snook was followed by four 
pathologists called by the defense 
to polster their contention that the 
hammer blows, and not the knife

Shot When Collector Is Robbed 
of $4000 in Downtown 
District.

He would not indicate 
whether the flat rate to be voted 
into the bill would be lower than 
the 2.40 cents a pound oc Cuban 
raw sugar now in the mezsure as 
against 1.76 cents rate uncer pres- 
ent law. 

Chairman Smoot had undertak- 
en to draw up an alternative slid- 
ing scale based on the fluctuating 
on raw sugar prices instead of re- 
fined, but said he would do no fur- 
ther work on it. 

The Republican committee mem- 
bers today completed revision of 
the wool schedule and began con- 
sideration of the sundries section, 
devoting attention to the proposed 
House rate of 10 per cent ad val- 
Orem on hides. 

No decision was announced on 
the rates on wool manufacturers. 
It is understood that as the com- 
mitteemen voted to eliminate the 
three-cent-a-pound increase of the 
House bill on raw wool, many com.

TWO MORE SUT 
FLED AGAINST 
COUNTY COURT 


Taxpayers’ League Charges 
Too Much Was Paid for 
Hospital Site, Seeks to 
Set Aside Purchase. 


Two suits were filed in Circuit 
Court at Clayton today by the St. 
Louis County Taxpayers’ League, 
continuing its fight on the activi- 
ties of the County Court, or ad- 
ministrative body. 

One suit, in which the County 
Court, County Treasurer Deuser 
and the Davis Estate, Inc., holding 
the property of the late Samuel 
Davis, are defendants, seeks to set 
aside the purchase by the court of 
the county hospital site in Clayton, 
charging that $25,000 too much 
was paid for it. 

The other seeks to set aside the 
rental for the County Health De- 
partment of a house at Bonhomme 
and Bemiston avenues, Clayton, 
which is al‘eged to have belonged 
to Presiding Judge Wehmeyer of 
the County Court and his wife, but 
alleged to have been transferred 
last month to Clarence Curt, their 
nephew. The County Court, the 
County Treasurer and Curt are de- 
fendants in this action. 

Suit in Supreme Court. 
The Taxpayers’ League, which 
has been active in county politics 
as a reform group, has a suit pend- 
ing in the Supreme Court of Mis- 
souri to prohibit the County Court 
from exercising jurisdiction over 
the $10,000,000 county road .bond 
issue. Several days ago it lost 
a similar suit in Circuit Court over 
the $1,000,000 county hospital bond 
issue, but its intention to appeal 
that case has been announced. Be- 
sides the league, plaintiffs in to- 
day’s suits are Peter F. Maes, Gus- 
tav Loeffel, William A. Brady, J. 
A. Jennings, George W. Baumhoff 
and Hezekiah Sanders, leaders of 
the league. 
Taylor R. Young and Patrick 
H. Cullen are the plaintiffs’ at- 
torneys. 

Samuel C. Davis, 13 Westmore- 
land place, is president of the 
Davis Estate. Records show his 
brother, Dwight F. Davis, Gover- 
nor-General of the Philippines, as 
secretary, but Young understands 
the latter has relinquished the po- 


sition. 

The County Court, comprising

A peace- 
ful Zeppelin—over England—the 
first one since the war. 

Shortly before midnight Dr. 
Eckener began to consider serious- 
ly passing over the capital of the 
British empire. He asked Lady 
Drummond Hay to come to the 
bridge ut the Zeppelin and enjoy 
the thrill of a 48-hour or less rec- 
ord from the United States to Lon- 
don, her own city. 

(After this dispatch was sent, Dr. 
Eckener changed his course, and 
the Zeppelin did not pass over 
London. ) 

The weather is favorable, as it 
has been most of the way. The 
wind has helped to speed up our 
pace. <All day long we have been 
trembling with the cxcitement of 
this new thrill. 

Made 105 Miles an Hour. 
Roaring through the  blackest 
night, with fog and clouds like fan- 
tastic ghosts swirling by our cabin 
windows, glaringly white in the re- 
flected light. and occasional] rains 
spattering us, 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing found the Graf Zeppelin at 36 
west longitude and 44 north lati- 


|tude, going nearly 105 miles an 
hour. 
i Through holes in the most sur- 
rounding us the white-capped At- 
lantic was rolling turbulently 1600 
feet below. I left the bridge at 2 
o'clock this morning, knowing that 
Sir Hubert Wilkins would soon 
take up the duties of the news 
watch. When [ woke up again I 
senced immediately a thrill in the 
air and I ran out on the bridge in 
my pajamas. 

There I found suppressed excite- 
ment. Capt. Ernst Lehmann was 
in command, but Dr. Eckener took 
his favorite place as he declared: 
“We are making 172 kilometers— 
that is around 105 land miles per 
hour.” 


Driven by Tailwind. 

That was a hearty greeting and 
the old commander was smiling 
broadly. I soon realized what had 
happened. The commodore had 
flown into a 40-mile tailwind. add- 
ing the immense push of that stiff 
breeze to the force of the propel- 
lers. 
“We left the Statue of Liberty ot 
12:40 Thursday morning,” he said. 
‘If this keeps up we may reach 
Europe before midnight tonight.” 
Lehmann, with Navigators Witt- 
man and Prussner, was bending 
over the charts with dividers and 
parallel rulers. Their happy coun- 
tenances reflected their pride and 
pleasure in the peformance of our 
airship. 
From 8 o'clock in the morning to 
nearly 3 in the afternoon we raced 
through the sky, always at the 
rate of from 101 to 104 miles an 
hour. 
At 3 o'clock we were still at an

SEALED ROOM DISCOVERED 
UNDER NATIONAL CAPITOL 


Excavators Uncover Subterrancan 
Chamber Containing Wheelbar- 
rows and Other Old Implements. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—Work- 
men excavating for sewer construc- 


tion in the plaza in front of the 
Capitol yesterday uncovered a 
large subterranean chamber which 
is not described in any of the 
building’s blue print designs. The 
chamber is situated to the left of 
the steps on which the presidential 
inauguration ceremonies are held. 

The only explanation Capitol 
architects could give for the cham- 
ber was that it might have been 
an old water reservoir or coal stor- 
age room. 
The chamber’s roof is only 
about two feet from the surface. 
The room is about 80 feet square 
and when examined by workmen 
with searchlights was found to 
contain wheelbarrows and other im- 
plements, estimated to be more 
than 75 years old. Several large 
stalactites had formed on the roof. 
A small passage way was found 
leadfng to the main body of the 
Capitol. At the end of this hall 
there was a door which had been 
sealed. No visible connection witn 
the chamber exists within the Capi- 
tol itself.

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A Piea for Safe Refrigerants. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

N reference to D. W.'s article pertain- 
ait to electric refrigeration: dD. W. 
states that as far as he h&s been able 
to ascertain, sulphur dioxide has not 
caused a single death. For his informa- 
tion and the readers of our Post-Dis- 
patch, I quote from the utterances of 
Dr. Kegel, Health Commissioner of Chi- 
cago. He states that an unfortunate 
5 . workman who broke a pipe containing 
is sulphur dioxide got away as soon as pos- 
se sible (he was familiar with the gas). 
He suffered dreadfully for two months, 
after which he died. Another recent 
case where this much talked of pungent 
odor gave warning of a leak in the sys- 
tern. a man attempted to get to the base- 
ment and shut off the gas, which he 
succeeded in doing, coming out practi- 
cally immediately. Today this hero, this 
man, has lost 39 pounds, and appears to 
have tuberculosis. Dr. Kegel also states 
that daily individuals come into his of- 
fice who have been exposed to sulphur 
dioxide, and are suffering from compli- 
cations caused from such exposures. 

I” D. W. is seeking knowledge to in- 
form the public, much knowledge can be 
secured by following the investigation 
being conducted by Dr. Kegel. He classes 
sulphur dioxide as 40 times as dangerous 
as methy! chloride and the use of methy! 
chioride has been prohibited. 

True, as D. W. states, sulphur dioxide 
ean be detected by its highly offensive 
odor, but what protection does that af 
ford when exceedingly large amounts are 
used under high pressure and many 
things could prevent the escape of chil- 
dren, invalids, aged or even norma! 
adults? 

D. W.’s comparison of the danger of 
gas stoves versus wood and coal ranges 
is misleading. Gas for stove use comes 
into the home at a very low pressure of 
approximately one-seventh of a pound, 
whereas gas for use as a refrigerant is 
under extremely high pressure. 
2D. W. classifies electric refrigeration 
as “comparatively safe.” Webster's dic- 
tionary defines “comparatively” as not 
positively, not absolutely—this being true 
and admitted by D. W., why argue and 
permit its use in the home, particularly 
when safe refrigeration is available?

The prisons that 
we know today are not old in the world. 
Two centuries ago they were practically 
unknown, and even a century ago they were 
rare. In those primeval days punishments 
were various, and often ingenious.

The comedy consists in 
the fact that while literature was 
becoming ‘“‘scientific,” that is to 
say “materialistic” in the naive 
sense, science was discarding the 
naive sense view of the world and 
rediscovering the ancient awe that 
is vital in all poetic vision. 

Not only our “sophisticated” 
novelists, but even, to a great ex- 
tent, our poets so called, that is, 
those who practice verse writing, 
have more and more fallen into 
the way of celebrating the exclu- 
sive sense view of the world. Thus 
the original roles of Science and 
Literature have actually been ex- 
changed. There is more revelation, 
in the strict poetic sense, more 
beauty and wonder and rhythmic 
pattern in the scientffic structures 
of Einstein and Minkowski, Ruth- 
erford, Bohn and Planck than in 
all the thousands of volumes of 
“advanced literature” written in 
our generation. 

Anyone who may doubt that any 
such exchange of roles has taken 
Place should spend a few days 
reading A. 8S. Eddington’s “The Na- 
ture of the Physical World,” which 
was noted once before in this col- 
umn. It offers a comprehensive 
discussion of the modern scientific 
world-view. and. it inspires the 
hope that sooner or later our writ- 
ers who believe themselves to be 
“realists” may tumble to the fact 
that they are hopelessly ‘Victo- 
rian” (a scornful epithet with 
them) in their notion of «shat is 
“scientific” and what is “real.” 


While biography writers have 
been having their day exposing 
their protagonists, Hesketh Pear- 
son has been storing up informa- 
tion on the biographers themselves 
and now tells the proper anecdotes 
to reveal just what brand of men 
some of them are.

Here 
again politics raises its head, but victo- 
‘ries already won by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s office are held as hopeful signs 
for the future.) 


HROUGHOUT the country there is an 
T oninion prevalent that “it is easy enough 

to dry up the country and the smal] 
towns, but you never will succeed in drying 
up the big cities.” : 
In a measure, this belief has SOME foun- 
dation in fact. The great bulk of the liquor 
traffic, as everyone knows, is in the larger 
cities. And that that traffic is of enormous 
size cannot be disputed. I have often been 
asked “How wet is the country under prohi- 
bition? What amount of lguor is being sold: 
how many bootleggers are there in the busi- 
ness?” 

These questions cannot be answered ex- 
actly, but we know that bootlegging is cer- 
tainly not one of our “infant industries” in 
need of care and protection. Protection it 
does have, but that protection is from the 
law and not from “low wage foreign com- 
petition.” 

The evidence that bootlegging, large and 
small, is in a flourishing condition is defi- 
nite and certain. Remus, the Chicago law- 
yer who became one of the most extensive 
and successful masters of bootlegging, accord- 
ing to his own sworn statement, was worth 
prior to entering upon his adventures in law- 
lessness, about $8000. After only 13 months 
of illegal liquor operations, he was worth 


!more than $3,000,000 according to a sworn 


statement he gave to a bonding company. 
This amount of money, of course, could not 
have been made so quickly in anything but 
the larger metropolitan centers. The big 
whisky markets are in the cities. 

Bootleg Millions. Soe 

The number of other millionaires created 

by violation of the prohibition law is amaz- 
ing. In one case, for instance, which involved 
six bootieggers, we found in three years they 
had evaded paying taxes and had built up 
such fortunes of magnitude that they owed 
the Government the following amounts in 
taxes: One of them owed $1.300,000, that 
is the tax, not the money he made; another 
owed’ $280,000 in taxes, another $415,000, 
another $312,000, the others $72,000 and 
$33,000, respectively. 
Evidence in the “Big Four” conspiracy case 
at Savannah, Georgia, revealed the fact that 
in three years a ringleader of the bootleg 
industry derived such profits from the im- 
portation of liquor and other illegal operations 
that he was reassessed for income taxes in 
the sum of $1,243,254.29. Another owed 
$301,816.09. Lesser fry in the organization, 
had dodged taxes ranging from $245,000 to 
$53,000. 

Because of all this ready money and the 
great value of the city vote in elections, there 
has been an alliance between bootleggers and 
corrupt politicians. 

With the liquor operations are often com- 
bined other big city “grafts.” For instance, 
the United States Attorney at Chicago re- 
cently called my attention to some accounts 
seized in the Chicago Heights raid. These 
records constituted the bookkeeping of in- 
come from slot machines only, and not from 
prohibition violations. 

The revenue over a period of three years, 
according to the books kept, was approxi- 
mately $725,000 a year for these machines. 
This represented the result of slot machine 
operations in an area where there reside not 
more than 100,000 people, a small suburban 
city in the southern part of Cook County. 
The record sheets that were seized showed 
in detail the revenue from each machine, and 
the division of the profits among the five 
racketeers who controlled this form of law- 
lessness. 

Crime’s Big Income. 

The District Attorney, Mr. Johnson, said 
to me, “I have often wondered what the 
total figures might be, since there are about 
4,000,000 people in this county, including 
Chicago, if every 100,000 population produced 
accordingly.” We can only guess the ag- 
gregate profits from all the rackets in and 
near Chicago, but based on the spoils from 
slot machine operations alone, the total in 
a year’s time, including revenue from boot- 


legging, the operation of disorderly houses,

66 HE prohibition law has not 
‘given birth to any new ele 
ment of lawlessness. It simply 

has attracted those who would in any 
event try to “beat the law” in some 
racket designed to make big money 
quick. The proof of this lies in the 
fact that the names of Al Capone and 
others of his gang run through cases 
involving all of the many rackets. The 
same men who are involved in Chi- 
cago in the trade union rackets—by 
which legitimate business or organiza- 
tions are forced to pay tribute or have 
their places blown up and their em- 
ployes slugged—are at the heads or in 
the ranks of the big liquor rings and 
involved as well in the slot machine 
graft, and the election fraud cases. 
The type of men who descend in a 
swiftly moving automobile on the ga- 
rage which is the headquarters of a 
rival liquor gang and exterminate 
them with a machine gun is the same 
as those who kidnap the poll watch- 
ers of the opposition party on election 
day, take them to a deserted house 
and kill them with a volley from 
sawed-off shotguns.” 


The situation in Chicago exemplifies the 
difficulties in-many other large cities. In 
the same county, are 62 smaller communi- 
ties. To one of these, Chicago Heights, there 
were 60 murders attributable in five years 
as a result of gang wars. 


Honest Prosecutors. 

But when the wheel of political fortune 
brought into office an honest, efficient, and 
determined United States Attorney, and a 
State’s Attorney of the same kind at the same 
time, law enforcement, became far from a 
hopeless task. The information, and assist- 
ants of each prosecuting officer’s staff, were 
freely exchanged. There is a co-ordination 
of effort similar to the co-ordination and 


conviction of Frank (Chee Chee) 
DeMay, in Kansas City,.as an example of 
what can be done when an able vigorous 
prosecutor is in charge of the case. She gives 
much praise to Senator Roscoe C. Patterson, 
who finally secured a conviction after failures 


and protected gambling establishments, 
wculd amount to $25,000.¢00 or more a year. 

With possible profits of such enormous 
proportions, it will be seen why the job of 
prohibition enforcement is one of such mag- 
nitude. And the fact that those tempted to 
engage in bootlegging and allied activities 
know very well that even if apprehended the 
congestion of court calendars probably will 
give them many months to temporize and 
use political pull, or in the end opportunity 
to plead guilty and be “rewarded” with a 
fine of only a few hundred dollars or a term 
of only three or six months in jail, explains 
why the forces of lawlessness never lack for 
recruits. 

f But the chances for law enforcement in 
the big cities are far from hopeless. 

Such men as Mr, Johnson, the United 
States District Attorney in Chicago, and Ros- 
coe Patterson, former United States Attorney 
in Kansas City, Missouri, and now Senator 
from that State and Haveth Mau, of Cincin- 
nati, who sent literally two carloads (83) of 
city and county grafters to Atlanta, have 
proved that where there is determination to 
enforce the law, coupled with legal ability 
and high personal integrity, prohibition can 
be enforced like any other law to curb the 
operations of the criminal element of society. 

The prohibition law has not given birth 
to any new element of lawlessness. It sim- 
ply has attracted those who would in any 
event try to “beat the law” in some racket 
designed to make big money quick. The-* 
proof of this lies in the fact that the names 
of Al Capone and others of his gang run 
through cases involving all of the many rack- 
ets. The same men who are involved in

welding of the allied armies in the World 
War. When the forces of the law begin to 
work together, instead of at cross purposes 
or in an unrelated manner, results are 
achieved. 

The influence and investigations of the 
State’s Attorney secured the revocation of the 
licenses of 1400 soft drink parlors and 2854 
speakeasies—places which had furnished a 
large part of the work fer Federai officers 
charged with prohibition enforcement. The 
United States District Attorney, with his lim- 
ited force of assistants and investigators, and 
with only one\out of three Federal. judges 
available for trying criminal cases, could not 
hope to deal effectively with the racketeer 
gangs operating in the 92 smaller communi- 
ties of the county. But the county attorney, 
with his larger staff and indirect control over 
thousands of police, sheriffs, and constables, 
could not only help to enforce the prohibition 
law but the State’s liquor law, and the other 
laws of the State which supplemented or were 
akin to Federal criminai statutes. 

For instance, the Fedérai and State forces 
ean co-operate with each other in cases in- 
volving the stealing of automobiles, liquor 
cases, the robbery of drug stores and other 
places containing post-office sub-stations, the 
possession or sale of narcotics, and robberies 
of or embezzlements from banks allied with 
the Federal Reserve System. 


The Case of “Chee Chee.” 

Then too. when the State takes action 
where it has exclusive jurisdiction, such as 
in slot machine gambling device cases, it oft- 
en puts an end to joints which nave also vio- 
lated the Federal probibition law. And the 
crooks who always asked a jury trial in Chi- 
cago, knowing that the State or Federal 
court docket was so crowded that such a re- 
quest ‘would bring about long delay, are now 
often disagreeably surprised to find that a 
Federal charge is substituted for a State one, 
or vice versa, and the desire for a trial by a 
jury of peers is thus PROMPTLY “gratified,” 
and promptness was anything but/ what they 
wanted. .

I turn away, she smiles at me too 
foolishly, so obsessed with her own 
importance: “Just look, I am giv- 
ing a soldier coffee!""—She calis 
me “Comrade,” but I will have 
none of it. 

Outside in front of the station 
the stream roars alongside the 
street, it rushes foaming from the 
sluices of the mill bridge.
